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COnPILER'S REPORT. 



His Excellency, WILLIAM A. PALMER, 

Oovemor of Vermont. 
Sir — ^I herewith transmit to your Excellency a compilation of the laws 
of Vermont enacted since the year 1824, bebg the result of my labors un- 
ci^ an appointment made by the Governor and Council in pursuance of an 
act passed November 3, 1833, and entitled ^' an act providing for the com- 
piling and printing an additional volume of the laws of this State." Pre- 
suming firom the wording of the above named act that no alteration in the 
plan pursued in the former compilation was particularly contemplated by its 
nramers as regards the present volume ; and not perceiving, indeed, that any 
material improvement could be made in the arrangement of that very gen- 
erally approved work, I have therefore adopted the same plan, and endeav- 
ored, as far as might be, to make this, in the main, a corresponding volume, 
having taken up the subjects in the same order, similafly divided them into 
chapters and numbers, and referred at the commencement of each to the 
corresponding chapter in the former compilation. The correspondence, 
however, between this and Mr. Slade's compilation does not extend to the 
numbering of the chapters. This it will readily be perceived could not be 
done ; smce several of the first chapters of that work are taken up with 
subjects not immediately connected with the objects of a compilation, and 
which should not be inserted in a second volume ; and since many of the 
subjects therein embraced have not smce been acted on by the legislature. 
The present volume likewise contains several additional or miscellaneous 
chapters on matters never made subjects of legislative enactment till since 
18Sf4, such as the " Act for the relief of bail in certain cases" — ^^ The act 
regulating the chartering of banks," &c. I have also ventured to insert 
two chapters on subjects omitted in the former compilation :— one on the 
alteration of town lines, and the other on the alteration of the names of 
towns ; believing them to be, if not of such a general nature as absolutely 
to come within the intention of the act authorizing this work, at least a 
matter often of veiy convenient ref^mice, and therefore worthy a place in 
the compilation. 

Together with all acts of a temporary nature, or of a local oj^ration, I 
have omitted every entire act repealed during the period embraced in this 
volume, and the acts repealing tnem, when the latter were disconnected 
with other subjects ; always retuning^ however, all repealing acts which 
have reference to the fcNrmer compilation. 

A list of all acts repealed, or expired by their own limitation, since 1824, 
also a list of all public acts now in force and omitted from this compilation 
on account of their local or temporary nature, together with a list of all pri- 
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vate acts except the most private and temporary, will be found appended 
to the volume, accompanied with a list likewise of all entire acts which have 
been repealed during the period above mentioned, and which are embraced 
in the former compilation. These are designated, in the order I have named 
them, by the letters A., B., C, D. 

Besides th^ mar^al references printed with our pamphlet acts to note 
the contents of the several sections of the acts (to which references I have 
made occasional additions and alterations) I have inserted as fiill and fre- 
quent references, not only from one part to another of this volume, but also 
to the former compilation, as I have deemed necessary and useiiil. 

The index to the volume, in which all such leading words as might oc- 
cur to different individuals m searching for a subject, are inserted, and fre- 
quently several times repeated under different heads, the compiler trusts 
will be found sufficiently copious and convenient, for a ready and easy ref- 
erence to any part of the work.

The Convention having under consideration the third article of the 
amendments of the Constitution of this state, proposed by the Council of 
Censors, in the following words, viz : 

" No person who is not already a freeman of this State, shall be entitled 
to exercise the privileges of a freeman, unless he be a natural bom citizen 
of this, or some one of the United States, or until he shall have been natu- 
ralized agreeably to the acts of Congress :" 

And having duly deliberated upon the same, said Convention have 
agreed aad do hereby agree, ordain and resolve, that the same article, be, 
and hereby is adopted, and is become part of the Constitution of this State.

An Act, to proTide for the support of common schools; 

Sec.1. It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of 
the stat& of Vermont^ That each organized town in this state 
shall keep and support a school or schools, provided with a 
teacher or te^ichers, of good morals, for the instruction of youth 
in orthography, reading, writing, Ikiglish gramme, geography, 
arithmetic, history, of the United States, and good behavior. 

Sec. 2. That the inhabitants of any such town, in 

which the youA cannot be conveniently accommodated with 
one school, at a legal meetmg, notified fos; that purpose, are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to divide such 
town into as many school districts as th^y shall judge most 
convenient ; to define and determine theii: limits, and to alter 
the same, and to create new districts, as^ froin time to time, 
they ,may deem expedient ; which 'CK^hool districts shall be 
numbered, and a description of the same, and any alterations 
made therem, recdrded in the town clerk's office of such town.* 

Sec. 3. [fThat each town in this state shall, at the 

annual meeting thereof for the choice of town officers, ciioose a 
committee, consisting of three, five, olr seven persons, to be 
styled the superintending conftnittee, who shall have the gen- 
eral oharge and superintendence of all the public schools in 
said town, which are supported at the expense of such town, 
or the school districts jp such town.

Sec. 1. It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of 
the state of Vermont, That from and after the passing of 
this act, that upon a written request of three-fourths of the 
freeholders of any village, within this state, containing twenty 
dwelling houseS; or more, to the selectmen of the town in 
which such village shall be situated, it shall be the duty of such 
selectmen to lay out and establish the limits and bounds of such 
village, for^fae purpose o^ fOTiping a fire society therein, and 
affix a name thereto, and make return thereof to the town clerk 
of such town, in writing, certified under their hands, and cause 
the same to be recorded in such town clerk's office, and give 
public notice xjf the limits and bounds of such village being laud 
out and established, by posting up notifications m not less than 
three public places in such village. 

Sec. ^. • That every freeholder in sucji village, and 

their successors, shall be constituted and appointed by virtue of 
this act a body politic and corporate, to all intents and purpo- 
ses, by the name affixed by said selectmen, and by that name 
may sue ai^d be sued, plead and be impleaded, and may pur- 
chase, hold, and convey real estate to an amount not exceed- 
ing two thousand dollars, and personal estate to an amout not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars, to themselves and successcwrs ; and 
htive a common seal, and enjoy all the privileges and rights 
which are incident to corporations.

prevent the spreading of such fire, and to remove goods and 
effects out of any dwelling, or other places, endangered by said

for the purpose of preventing the spreading or progress of such
